. ^LiTSRPoeii, Friday; 12 p.m. 
No serions disasters to life or person' have 
as yet bean reported in conneotion with the 
gunp.jwdor explosion on the river; tho'des< 
truction to property, howovor, ou both ^ides 
of tho .Mersey is immcnjo. The quantity of 
gnnpondor on board the Lotty sleigh was 
y40j kegs, or 111.2 tons. The ship was 
blown to atoms, and portions of the iron 
work soaltored over both sides ol the Mer- 
sey. Several persons wjru thrown down in 
the Pnst-oHir.c, luul suvoral others weiO 
slightly hurt by iiilliim ^-lass.

"The vessel belonged Id llatton and 
Cookson, and only left dock Ibis af'tiTnODn. 
The Blcvaril wu.i triuiruiug a parulliii oil- 
larnp, when it capsized, and llio can con- 
taining tho oil fell into tho lazaretto store- 
room in tha cabin. Tlio llamea caiight the 
captain's clothes and bedding, and spread 
rapidly. The |;ili)t siL;nalled to a iiassing 
ferry steamer, which took all hands on board 
and landed them at Liverpool. The vessel 
was burning for nearly two hour" before 
blowing up at 7.22,bnt no one dare approach. 
V'ossols in tho Sloyno and other parts of tho

It is ODTiont from tbe tone ho adopta, 
that the ssetion of tbe Tories which ho ropro 
senls — Tories who distrait Mr. Diaraoli— in- 
tend to support the Danish side. The niaaa of 
the middle classes seem, on the whole, to bo 
of the same opinion.whioh ia also Lord Pnl- 
merston's. The Court — tha Princo of Wales 
excepted — ontortaiu a diflerent viow, aa dosa 
that conaidorable section of poliliciana which 
holds that Germany is in all caics the natural 
ally of Grsat Britain, tho only real defence 
against the aacendanoy of tho Weaterii and 
Eastern military monarchiei. 

Tho Times of the 2nd January has llio fol- 
lowing on thia subject : — ■ 

No reprehension can bo too itrong for the 
conduct of tho Princaa who have placed 
themaelvsA at the head of thia intemperate 
movement in Germany. Thair oflioo was one 
of conciliation and restraint, and they have 
chosen the place of popular incendiaries. — 
There is a time at which these movamsnta 
gat beyond the ooatrol of Priocea, or Purlia> 
mania, or any other power. But until they 
have reached that stage it is nearly always 
possible fer Sororeigns to arrest the danger 
by tba oonoiliatiou tbe Emperor speaks of. 
It is certainly not too late in tbe other difB< 
oalties which harass Europe, and we earnest- 
- ly trnsi it may not be so in this saaseless 
Sablaswig-Helstein dispute. 

The New Year opens with tbreatenlngs 
and gloom on all sides. There is not a quar- 
ter efthe world free from war or the immin- 
ent danger of war, and the sole hope of pro- 
serving or restoring peace rsala in the hands 
of tbe diQoreut rulers and miuistera. If thoy 
will, however, act in tho conciliatory spirit 
ascribed to ihora by tha Kmporor of the 
French, thero is no dilficully that may not be 
Bottled without wor. The speech of the Em- 
peror disoloass tho only ray of hope amid the 
madness ol nationalities,Bud thu reuklossnuss 
of theorists. May he ba true to his own 
words I 

Saturd&y Evening, January 18th 

Tho Paris correspondent of tho Sun poli'is 
out tho importance of Thursday's debats in 
tho Legislative Body, a r^.tume of which ii" 
given. Tha government and Jl. Thiers aro 
at daggers drawn, and thotormer, it seems, 
takes no pains to conceal its ''formidable an- 
tagonisTi." Under these aircumstanccs it 
is not to be wondered at that the policy of 
tbe government as to its future aotion is much 
spsenlaled upon. 

The King of Denmark, on Tburday, gave 
a dinner to tbe members of tbe RiKsraad, 
during whieb the King and_ the people's rsn 
prescntatives announced their determination 
to maintain the independence of Denmark 
against the attacks ol Germany. A telegram 
from Flueahurg states that cannonading lias 
been heard in iho direction of Rendsburg. 
tVo do not, howevyr, think that any nggroas-

sent of the Dial.
